Note 1 - Organization and Nature of Business

Creative Investor Services, Inc. (the "Company") is a corporation organized under the laws of the State of
Connecticut.

The Company is a broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) and is a
member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority (FINRA). The Company does not clear securities
transactions or carry customers’ accounts on a fully disclosed basis. Accordingly, the Company operates
under the provisions of Paragraph (k)(1) of Rule 15¢3-3 of the Securities and Exchange Act of 1934 and is
exempt from the remaining provisions of that rule.

Note 2 - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies
Cash and Cash Equivalents
For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the Company considers highly liquid financial instruments

with maturities of three months or less at the time of purchase to be cash and cash equivalents.

The Company maintains its cash in bank account at high credit quality financial institution. The balances
at times may exceed federally insured limits of § 250,000.

Credit risk

The Company maintains its cash in bank account at high credit quality financial institution. The Company
considers cash balances maintained with the bank to be cash; such balances are fully insured.

Estimates

The preparation of the financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in
the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the
reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of
the financial statements and.the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period.
Actual results could differ from those estimates

Income Taxes

The Company has elected “S” corporation status. Therefore, no provisions for federal or state taxes are

made by the Company. Shareholders of an “S” corporation are individually taxed on their pro-rata share of
the Company’s earnings.

Note 2 - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (cont’d.)

The Company’s federal, state and local tax returns are subject to possible examination by the taxing
authorities until expiration of the related statutes of limitations on those tax returns. In general, the federal
and state income tax returns have a three-year statute of limitations. The Company would recognize accrued
interest and penalties associated with uncertain tax positions, if any, as part of the income tax provision.

Fair Value Hierarchy

FASB ASC 820 defines fair value, establishes a framework for measuring value, and establishes a
framework for measuring inputs. Fair value is the price that would be received to sell an asset or paid to
transfer a liability in an orderly transaction between market participants at the measurement date. A fair
value measurement assumes that the transaction to sell the asset or transfer the liability occurs in the
principal market for the asset or liability or; in the absence of a principal market, the most advantageous
market. Valuation techniques that are consistent with the market, income or cost approach, as specified by
FASB ASC 820, are used to measure fair value.

o Level 1. Quoted prices(unadjusted) in active markets for identical assets or liabilities that the
Company can access at the measurement date.

e Level 2. Inputs other than quoted prices included with level 1 that are observable for an asset or
liability either directly or indirectly.

o Level 3. Unobservable inputs for the asset or liability.

The availability of observable inputs can vary from security to security and is affected by a wide variety of
factors, including, for example, the type of security, the liquidity of markets, and other characteristics to
the security. To the extent that the valuation is based on models or inputs that are less observable or
unobservable in the market, the determination of fair value requires more judgement. Accordingly, the
degree of judgment exercised in determining fair value is greatest for instruments categorized in level 3.

The inputs used to measure fair value may fall into different levels of the fair value hierarchy. In such cases,
for disclosure purposes, the level in the fair value hierarchy within which the fair value falls in its entirety
is determined based on the lowest level input that is significant to the fair value measurement in its entirety.

At December 31,2016, the Company’s fair value hierarchy consisted of level 1 inputs of cash in the amount
of $ 12,185.

Note 3 - Net Capital Requirement

As aregistered broker-dealer and member of FINRA, the Company is subject to the SEC’s Uniform
Net Capital Rule 15¢3-1 (the “Rule”), which requires that net capital, as defined, be at lcast the greater of
$5,000 or 6.667% of aggregate indebtedness, as defined. The Rule prohibits the Company from distributing
equity capital or paying cash dividends if its resulting net capital is less than one-tenth of aggregate
indebtedness or 120% of the minimum dollar amount required, whichever is greater.

Net capital and aggregate indebtedness change from day to day, but at December 31, 2016, the

Company had net capital of $12,185 which exceeded its requirement of $5,000 by $7,185. Aggregate
indebtedness was $0.

Note 4 —- Subsequent Events

These financial statements were approved by management and available for issuance on February
24,2017. Subsequent events have been evaluated through this date.
